Feb  29. — f^ix  men 
are  ki.nwn  to  be  dead,  nine  are  still 
missinti  and  fifty-two  have  been 
brought  safely  fn-m  mine  Xo.  42  of  the 
Davis  I'oal  A:  Coke  company  near  here, 
where  an  explosion  occurred  this  morn- 
ing: soon  after  the  miners   had  gone  to 

work.  The  mi.<*.sing  men  had  penetrated 
far  irto  the  workingr.«»  and  rescuer.-? 
who  reached  the  surfa<  e  at  noon  ex- 
pr.'i=sed  the  opinion  that  they  had  per- 
ished. 

The  mine,  which  is  a  shaft  427  feet 
deep,  wa.s  not  badly  wrecked,  according: 
to  mine  iiffitials.  The  explf>sion.  it  was 
stated,   was   probably  caused   by   dust. 

The  mine  which  is  located  on  a  spur 
of  the  Western  Maryland  lailroad  I. as 
been  considered  one  of  the  best  i^nd 
safest     In     the    region.

No  Candidates    Presented 

for  Officers  of  East 

St.  Louis. 

East  St.  Louis.  111..  Feb.  29.— This  Is 
primary  election  day  in  East  St.  Louis 
for  the  nomination  of  eight  city  coun- 
cilmen,  a  city  assessor,  a  chief  super- 
visor and  ten  assistant  supervisors. 
However,  there  are  no  candidates. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  election 
commlsaioners  do  not  expect  any  votes 
to  be  cast,  the  polls  were  opened  this 
morning  in  fifty-three  precincts.  Sixty- 
five  election  officers  were  on  duty  at 
$5  each. 

The  party  organization  Ignored  the 
primary  and  plan  to  file  nominations 
by    petition    later.

TREMENDOUS  ACTIVITY  BY 
GERMANS  ON  EAST  FRONT 

Petrograd,  Feb.  29,  via  London. — Announcement  was  made 
semi-officially  today  that  tremendous  activity  has  been  ob- 
served over  the  whole  length  of  the  German  front  in  the  east. 
There  are  various  indications  that  spring  will  see  another 
great  effort  by  the  Germans  on  the  Russian  front. 

Enormous  quantities  of  incendiary  and  explosive  bombs 
have  been  collected  by  the  Germans.  Another  feature  of  these 
prepatations  is  the  bringing  up  of  apparatus  for  aerial  warfare 
%    on  an  increasing  scale. 

London,  Feb.  29. — German  forces  reinforced,  it  is  reported,  until 
they  now  number  750,000  men,  continue  their  smash  on  Verdun  with 
renewed  intensity. 

What  may  mean  a  renewal  of  the  German  drive  in  the  terrific 
force  which  marked  the  initial  attack  is  contained  in  the  announce- 
ment from  Paris  today  that  the  bombardment  to  the  north  of  the 
fortress  is  assuming  greater  violence. 

The  heaviest  infantry  fighting  of  last  night  seems  to  have  been  in 
the  Woevre  district  to  the  south  of  the  fortress,  where  the  Germans 
attacked  and  captured  the  village  of  Manheulles.  The  French  declare 
that  in  a  counter-attack  they  attained  the  western  boundary  of  tho 
village,  which  they  now  hold  ui>der  their  fire.  '

Paris,  Feb.  29. — A  combatant  who 
Was  in  one  of  the  most  advanced 
trenches  early  in  the  battle  of  Verdun 
and  who  has  returned  to  Paris  wound- 
ed  gives    bis   experiences  as    follows:

Woburn,  Mass.,  Feb.  29. — All  indica- 
tions today,  based  on  statements  of 
company  officials,  including  President 
William  E.  McKay,  were  that  the  ex- 
plosion early  this  morning  at  the  plant 
of  the  New  England  Manufacturing 
company,  w-hich  Is  enga-ed  in  making 
high  explosives  for  the  Entente  allies, 
was  accidental.  One  building  was 
wrecked  by  the  explosion  and  another 
damaged.  Frank  H.  Cjjrnett.  foreman 
at  the  plant,  was  injured.  Fire  broke 
out  followln«r  the  explosion,  but  was 
quickly  brought  under  control.  The 
loss   Is  estimated  at  about.  $60,000.

It  is  claimed 
Manager  Burr  refused  to  give  a 
definite  answer,  whereupon  the  seven 
waiters  and  two  bus-boys  walked  out 
of  the  hotel,  while  smoking  viands 
grew  cold  and  cold  guests  grew  ex- 
ceedingly   hot. 

It 
turned  out  to  be  a  special  dinner  in 
more  sefise  than  one.  When  the 
white  waiters  of  the  Holland  indig- 
nantly walked  out,  a  rush  order  was

Twice  wounded  while  fighting  for 
France,  but  eager  to  return  to  his  na- 
tive   land    and    participate    in    what    he 

believes  will  be  the  final  triumph  of 
the  allies,  Baron  H.  S.  de  La  Malaus- 
sene  arrived  here  yesterday  and  gave 
a  vivid  description  of  his  experiences 
in   battling  under    the   trl-color. 

The  baron,  who  Is  ex-adjutant  of 
Premier  Regiment  Etranger  and  pos- 
sessor of  the  coveted  "Tltulaire  de  la 
Croix  de  Guerre,"  which  was  awarded 
him  for  gallantry  in  action,  Is  not 
without  first-hand  proof  that  he  Is  a 
warrior.

Chicago,  Feb.  29. — A  speed  of  200 
words  a  minute,  said  to  be  a  high  rec- 
ord for  wireless  transmission,  has  been 
accomplished  by  the  wireless  station  at 
the  Great  Lakes  naval  training  school.

Siever  AakvicI;  Comes  to  Duluth  From 
Beaver  Bay  and  Vanishes. 


Declaring  that  the  city  commission 
has  failed  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  Du- 
luth firemen  in  securing  better  work- 
ing conditions,  an  initiative  petition  is 
now  l>eing  prepared  and  will  be  cir- 
culated by  firemen  within  the  next  few 
days.  It  is  said  that  a  large  number  of 
the  men  are  beliind  the  movement,  and 
that  they  will  continue  their  efforts 
until  the  Duluth  department  offers  as 
good  conditions  for  its  members  as 
those  in  other  cities. 

The  aim  of  the  firemen  at  present  is 
the  double  platoon  system,  which  has 
just  been  adopted  by  Pittsburgh  and 
has  already  gone  into  effect  in  Kansas 
City,  and  thirty  other  cities  of  the 
country.  Firemen  of  the  Twin  Cities 
are  also  working  for  the  same  thing. 

Duluth  firemen  now  say  that  they 
can  hardly  keep  acquainted  with  their 
wives  and  children  because  of  their 
enforced  absence  from  home  so  mur^ 
of  the  time.  At  present  the  men  are 
given  one  day  off  during  the  week,  and 
during  the  remainder  of  the  week  they 
must  pass  twenty-four  hours  a  day  at 
the  fire  hall.  With  the  double  platoon 
system  it  is  said  fhe  firemen  could 
have  their  hours  of  absence  arranged 
so  that  they  could  put  in  a  part  of 
each  day   at   home. 

Barkf  r«  of  the  petition  say  that  the 
double  platoon  systt^m  would  require 
but  a  slight  Increase  in  the  number  of 
firemen  as  under  the  present  system  a 
large  number  of  men  are  required  to 
fill  in  at  meal  time  to  keep  the  force 
complete.

The  province 
of  Panama  declared  its  independence  of 
Colombia.  An  American  army  officer  in 
uniform  ran  up  the  flag  of  the  new  repub- 
lic. The  tnil  of  those  interested  in  selling 
older  canal  rights  to  this  country  was 
strong  over  the  whole  transaction.  Roose- 
velt recognized  the  republic  of  Panama  im- 
mediately. ;md  wouldn't  let  Cidombia  re- 
take 't.  Prrsently  the  canal  zone  was  trans- 
ferred to  t  lis  country  and  the  canal  was 
built.  It  is  ours,  but  it  is  stained  with  dis- 
honor and  infamy— the  worst  infamy,  the 
abuse  of  strength  by  the  strong  at  the  bit- 
ter cost  of  the  weak. 

A  treaty  vith  Colombia  is  jiending  in  tho 
senate  whi  h  makes  partial  payment  for 
the  territory  taken,  and  includes  a  niggard- 
ly expression  of  regret  on  the  part  of  both 
countries  n-er  what  happened — though 
what  Colon i!>ia  has  to  regret  does  not  ap- 
pear, except  its  smallness. 

That  treaty  is  opposed  chiefly  by  those 
who  feel  it  tiecessary  to  safeguard  the  repu- 
tation of  Theodt>re  Roosevelt.  They  art 
making  the  good  natnc  of  Theodore  Roose- 
velt a  thing  of  higher  mometit  than  the 
go>d   nam-1   of   the   United   States.

The  Be'4ln  govi»riiment  is  fraid  to  real- 
ize tiiat  shoiild  It  sink  an  armed  ship, 
'ip.iii  It  will  reat  tlie  proof  regarding 
guns,  but  tliey  <'ontend  that  upon  th« 
gov«5rnm»  nt  owning  ilie  ship  would  fall 
the  burd'  n  of  proof  nsarding  the  non- 
offensiva  character  of  tlie  armament.—^ 
Associate!    Press    report. 

Much  pr  >fit  that  to  dead  non-combatants 
who  have  gone  down  with  the  nmrdered 
ship. 

Thiey  wi'l  be  none  the  less  dead,  down 
among  thf  seaweed,  and  none  the  less 
shamefully  slain,  though  Germany  and  Bri- 
tain wrangle  till  kingdom  come  about 
whether  the  sunken  vessels  were  armed  or 
not.  and  if  armed  what  the  character  of  its 
armamerrt   was. 

It  cannot  be  forgotten  that  Germany's 
first  defense  of  the  horrible  scuttling  of 
the  Lusitania  was  that  the  vessel  was 
armed,  and  therefore  virtually  an  auxiliary 
cruiser.  The  Lusitania  was  NOT  armed; 
but  discovery  of  the  fact  did  not  bring  to 
life  her  n  urdered  men,  woman  and  chil- 
dren. 

German}  promised  the  United  States,  in 
explicit  ard  unqualified  terms,  that  it  will 
sink  no  1  ners  without  due  warning  and 
;  proper  cate  of  passengers  and  crew. 
I  N'jw,  suddenly,  it  declares  that  the  prom- 
ise is  not  good  as  to  armed  liners,  even 
liners  arn  ed  solely  for  defense,  but  that 
these  aftet   today  shall  be  sunk  on  sight. 

If  it  makes  this  threat  good,  and  sinks 
a  vessel  with  an  .American  passenger,  this 
country  will  be  face  to  face  with  precisely 
the  same  situation  it  faced  after  the  mur- 
der of  tht  Lusitania,  with  this  difference: 
that  n<jw  'here  will  be  no  occasion  for  and 
no  possibility  of  prolonged  discussion.  .\c- 
tion  will  >€  immediately  necessarj'.  That 
action  dots  not  necessarily  mean  war.  It 
probably  does  mean  a  total  cessation  of 
relations  with  Germany, 

Germany  attempts  to  make  a  cas<r  for  this 
threatened  violation  of  her  word  to  this 
country.  She  declares  that  armament  called 
defensive  may  be  easily  offensive  to  a  sub- 
marine, because  the  submarine  is  easily 
sunk  by  i  small  projectile;  that  England 
ha.s  ordered  her  merchantmen  to  attack 
submarittes,  and  that  in  pursuance  to  these 
orders  thry  have  attacked   submarines. 

The  United  States  has  England's  pledge 
that  the  ;.rr.i.ament  on  her  merchant  ships 
will  be  used  only  for  defensive  purposes, 
and  under  no  circumstanc««  for  purposes 
of  offense.  Germany  asserts  that  this 
pledge  ha  I  been  broken.  Of  that  we  have 
only  Gemany's  word.  As  a  j[iatter  of  jus- 
tice the  rhrrge  ittust  be  investigated.  If 
Germany  can  prove  her  statement,  it  will 
ease  the  iituation.  America  cannot  guar- 
antee the  safety  of  her  citizens  who  em- 
bark on  merchant  ships  that  are  used  for 
offensive  purposes, 

Aw;eric;ns  have  a  perfect  legal  right  to 
travel  on  merchantmen  armed  for  defense, 
and  a  right  to  expect  that  their  lives  will 
be  protet  ted  by  belligerent.?,  no  matter 
how  desperate  and  how  distracted  by  the 
war  spirit.

4;ermany's  warning  that  March  1  It  will 
inaugurate  a  new  submarine*  warfare  br 
■hiking  without  warning  pa»j<enger  llner> 
and  merchant  vessels  if  they  carry  guns  for 
defensive  purposes  has  again  brought  to  a 
crisis  the  question  of  the  rights  of  r.'UtraiB, 
and  particularly  tlio«ie  of  the  I  nlted  States, 
involved  In  the  long  established  American 
doctrine    of    the    freedom    of    the    seaa. 

It  is  this  crisis  which  Is  reaponsible  for  the 
extraordinary  revolt  In  congress  against  the 
leaderdihip  of  the  president  In  sustaiitlng  th« 
American   doctrine. 

What  Is  that  doctrine?  Authority  for  it  Is 
volumitious.  but  let  It  be  staled  in  tlie  words 
of  the  president  following  the  sinking  of 
the   Lusitania: 

American  citizens  act  within  their  in- 
disputable'rights  In  taking  their  ships 
and  traveling  wherever  their  legitimate 
business  calls  them  upon  the  high  seas 
and  exert-lso  those  rights  In  what  should 
be  the  well-Justified  confidence  that 
their  livBS  will  not  be  endangered  by 
acts  done  in  clear  violation  «»t  univer- 
sally acknowledged  international  obli- 
gations, and  certainly  in  the  confidence 
tliat  their  own  government  will  ausiain 
them   in  the  exercise  ot  their  rights. 

Tliese  rights,  under  the  undisputed  inter- 
national practice  over  a  protracted  period, 
include  safe  travel  on  any  merchant  ship, 
wheliior  it  carries  guns  for  defensive  pur- 
poses   or    Is    unarmed. 

Prior  to  the  sinking  of  the  Lusitania  the 
stale  department  issued  a  circular  regarding 
the  status  of  armed  merchant  vessels  la 
which  It  laid  down    these  rules: 

A  merchant  vessel  of  belligerent  na- 
tionality iTiay  carry  an  annaiuenl  and 
ammunition  ITor  the  sole  puri-ose  of  de- 
fense without  acquiring  the  cliaracter 
of  a  ship  of  war. 

The  presence  of  an  armament  or  am- 
munition on  a  merchant  vessel  creates 
tlie  presumption  that  the  armament  is 
for  offensive  purposes,  but  the  owners 
or  agents  may  overcome  tliis  presump- 
tion by  evidence  showing  that  the  ves- 
sel carries  armamenl  solely   for  defense. 

Further,  the  circular  Indicated  the  follow- 
ing as  facts  tending  to  .support  the  presump- 
tion that  the  armament  was  for  defensive 
purpo.ses    only: 

That  the  caliber  of  the  guns  carried 
does   not   exceed   six    itiches. 

That  the  guns  and  small  arms  carried 
are   few   in   number. 

That  no  guns  are  mounted  on  the  for- 
ward  part    of   tlie    vessel. 

That  the  vessel  is  nianned  by  its 
usual  crew  and  the  officers  are  the  same 
as  those  on  board  when  war  was  de- 
clared. 

Vessels  carrying  armament  of  this  descrip- 
tion and  otl'.erwlse  conforming  to  generally 
recognized  rules  were  declared  to  be  ad- 
missible to  United  States  porta  as  merchant- 
men. The  fact  tliat  they  carried  defensive 
arms  made  no  difference  in  their  status.  In- 
ternational acceptance  of  this  rule  is  shown 
In  the  citations  In  a  recent  speech  of  Sena- 
tor Lodge  in  the  senate.  In  which  he  quoted 
from    the    Italian    code. 

Merchantmen,  on  being  attacked  by 
other  vessels.  Including  war  vessels, 
may  defend  themselves  against  and 
even    seize    them. 

From    the   Rtisslan    prize   regulations: 

The  right  to  stop,  examine  and  sell* 
hostile  or  suspected  vessels  and  car- 
goes belongs  to  the  ships  of  the  im- 
perial navy.  Vessels  of  the  mercantile 
navy  have  a  right  to  do  so  only  when 
th'^y    are    attacked. 

From  the  rul.?  of  tlie  Institute  of  Inter- 
national  Law   adopted   at  Oxford   In   1918: 

It  Is  always  permitted,  both  to  pub- 
lic and  private  ships,  to  employ  force 
to  defend  themselves  against  the  at- 
tack   of   an   en»my. 

From   the  United   States  naval   code: 

Tlie  personnel  of  merchant  vessels  of 
an  enemy  wiio,  in  self-defenae  and  In 
protection  of  the  vessel  placed  in  their 
charge  resi.st  an  attack,  are  enlttled,  if 
captured,  to  the  status  of  prisoners  of 
war. 

All  these  regulations  assume  that  a  mer- 
chant vessel  may  be  armed  without  losing 
Its  status. 

On  sucli  vessels,  according  to  Immemorial 
practice,  American  citizens  might  travel 
without  danger  to  life.  A  merchantman 
could  not  be  sunk  without  warning.  if  a 
hostile  warship  overtook  it,  the  merchant- 
man might  become  a  prize  of  war.  to  be 
taken  into  port.  If  that  were  impossible  It 
could  be  destroyed.  But  the  passengers  and 
crew  must  first  have  been  removed  to  a 
place    of   safety. 

The  contention  Is  made  that  the  subma- 
rine Has  altered  the  conditions  of  naval  war- 
fare, and  that  it  cannot  give  a  merchant 
vessel  warning  of  its  attack  without  expos- 
ing  Itself    to    the    danger  of   belrg   sunk. 

If  the  submarine  cannot  be  used  effective- 
ly without  violating  conditions  of  interna- 
tional law,  then  so  much  the  worse  for  the 
submarine  as  an  offensive  weapon.  -ins 
United  States  certainly  cannot  consent  to 
change  the  rules  of  international  law  In  or- 
der to  favor  one  of  tiie  belligerents. 

This  is  tlte  position  assumed  bj*  the  pre.a- 
Ident  In  his  negotiations  over  the  LusUanla. 
This  Is  a  position  from  which  this  nation. 
In  fairness  to  its  obligations  to  the  rights 
of  neutrals,  cannot  recede.

1  did  not  charge  t!iat  Mr.  Bryan  Is  a  rooi. 
He  Is  not.  On  the  contrary,  he  Is  far  from 
It.  He  Is  a  brilliant  man.  and  as  an  orator, 
an  agitator,  he  ranks  high — in  the  class  of 
H^'nry  Winter  Davis  and  Wendell  Phillips. 
But  as  a  party  leader  he  is  a  failure  and 
as   a   counsellor   he    la   unsound.

A  very  wise  man   may  be  a  very  ignorant 

man.  A  case  In  point  is  Sir  Robert  Walpole. 
who  ruled  Kngland  for  about  a  quarter  of  a 
century  after  the  house  of  Brunswick  first 
established  Its  dynasty  in  the  British  Isles, 
Here  Is  what  a  great  English  historian  said 
of  him: 

"His  literature  consisted  of  a  scrap  or  two 
of  Horace.and  an  anecdote  or  two  from  the 
end  of  the  dictionary.  His  knowledge  of  his- 
tory was  so  limited  that.  In  the  great  de- 
bate on  the  excise  bill,  he  was  forced  to 
ask  -\tlorney  Oeueral  Yorke  who  Empson  and' 
Dudley  were." 

Think  of  that— a  prime  minister  of  Eng- 
land so  Ignorant  that  he  had  not  heard  of 
those  odious  instruments  of  a  tyrant  king 
who  were  employed  to  feed  the  insatiate 
avarice  of  that  crowned  miscreant.  Henry 
VII.  Both  expiated  their  infamy  on  the 
scaffold,  and  English  history  of  their  period 
deals  largely  with  them.  What  would  you 
say  of  a  president  of  the  United  States 
who  had  never  heard  of  Aaron  Burr,  or  John 
Brown?  Yet  Robert  Walpole  was  farther 
from  being  a  fool  than  William  J.  Bryan. 
As  a  statesman,  when  we  consider  bis  means 
and  his  times,  Walpole  ranks  among  the 
greatest  since  the  Prophet  Moses,  and  he 
was  no  failure  as  Mr.  Bryan  la.

There  la  Charles  Sumner.  He  is  a  "hosa 
of  another  color."  He  was  tha  most  learned 
man  who  ever  held  a  seat  In  the  senate  of 
the  United  States.  His  single  speech  In  criti- 
cism of  the  nepotism  practiced  by  President 
Orant  contains  more  history  than  William 
J.  Bryan  knows  in  gross,  lu  devotion  to 
what  he  thought  a  political  principle  he  was 
a  fanatic  and  the  stuff  of  which  martyrs  are 
made.  But  Charles  Sumner  was  not  a  prac- 
tical man.  not  a  wise  counsellor,  and  hers 
is  a  sample   of  his  statecraft: 

He  was  a  lawyer,  reporter  of  the  opinions 
of  the  Mas-sachusetts  supreme  court  when 
Shaw  was  on  the  bench  and  Webster,  Clioate, 
Mason  and  Curtis  practiced  at  that  bar,  and 
certainly  he  must  have  heard  of  aji  instru- 
ment '  known  as  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  yet  he  opposed  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  Fifteenth  amendment  to  that 
charter  on  the  ground  that  It  was  unnec- 
essary and  wotild  cause  delay  when  the  same 
end — negro  suffrage — could  be  secured  by  a 
simple  act  of  congress.

As  If  envious  of  Charles  Sumner's  ab- 
surdity, William  Jennings  Bryan  eclipsed  it, 
as  I  shall  now  proceed  to  show.  Mr.  Bryan 
was  strenuously  opposed  to  "expansion"  In 
18!»8.  He  saw  the  possibility  of  unnumbered 
woes,  such  as  visited  the  children  of  ancient 
story.  In  the  acquisition  of  the  Philippines, 
and  yet  he  came  to  Washington  and  by  his 
personal  and  importunate  persuasions  in- 
duced a  sufficient  number  of  Democratic 
senators  to  support  tire  treaty  of  peace  with 
Spain — by  which  we  acquired  those  undesir- 
able possessions  on  the  other  side  of  the 
globe — to  ratify  that  Instrument.  Thus  ho  ac- 
complished ths  yery  thing  he  was  bitterly 
opposed  to. 

Is  he  a  wise  man?  Let  the  acquisition  of 
the  Philippines  be  the  answer.  His  counsel 
In  tliat  affair  has  cost  hundreds  of  millions 
and  makes  "preparedness."  to  which  lie  Is  so 
bitterly  opposed,  an  Imperative  necessity.

There  Is  a  sample  of  Mr.   Brj'an's  wisddm. 

NoT^r  I  will  show  you  a  piece  of  his  learning. 
G rover  Cleveland  at  the  time  of  his  election 
to  the  presidency  In  1892  was  known  as  a 
"goldbug"  by  everj'" Intelligent  man  and  boy 
in  the  United  States.  The  first  thing  he  did 
was  to  urge  the  repeal  of  that  unspeakable 
duplicity,  the  purchase  clause  of  the  Sher- 
man silver  law,  that  had  made  the  panic  of 
1893.  Mr.  Bryan  delivered  the  most  elaborate 
speech  he  ever  Ruide  on  any  subject  In  oppo- 
sition to  the  president's  policy,  and  In  the 
course  of  his  oration  he  drojfped  Into  this 
ecstasy  of  hyperbole  and  exhibition  of  ig- 
norance: 

"There  are  thousands,  yes,  tens  of  thou- 
sands, aye.  even  millions,  who  have  not  yet 
bowed  the  knee  to  Baal.  Let  the  president 
take  courage.  Muehlbach  relates  an  incident 
in  the  life  of  the  great  military  hero  of 
France.  At  Marengo,  the  Man  of  Destiny, 
sad  and  disheartened,  thought  the  battle  lost. 
He  called  a  drummer  boy  and  ordered  him 
to  beat  a  retreat.     The  lad  replied: 

"'Sire,  I  do  not  know  how.  Desaiz  has 
never  taught  me  to  beat  a  retreat,  but  I  can 
beat  a  charge.  O.  I  can  beat  a  charge  that 
would  make  the  dead  fall  into  line!  I  beat 
that  charge  at  tha  bridge  of  Lodi;  I  beat  it 
at  Mount  Tabor;  I  beat  it  at  ths  Pj-ramlds. 
Oh,   may    I   beat  it   here?* 

"The  charge  was  ordered,  ths  battle  won, 
and  Marengo  was  added  to  the  victories  of 
Napoleon.  O.  let  our  gallant  leader  draw 
inspiration  from  the  street  gamin  of  Paris. 
In  the  face  of  an  enemy  proud  and  confi- 
dent, the  president  has  wavered.  Engaged 
in  the  battle  royal  between  'the  money  power 
and  the  common  people,'  he  has  ordered  a  re- 
treat.    Let   him   not   be   dismayed." 

If  I  were  not  possessed  of  Oriental  Jealousy 
of  the  high  reputation  I  have  firmly  estab- 
lished for  good  manners,  I  would  explode 
right  here.  Was  there  ever  before,  or  has 
there  ever  been  since,  such  another  example 
of  bloviating  poppycock  as  that?

Mr.  Bryan  takes  a  passage  from  one  of 
Louise  Muehlbach's  novels,  a  volume  in  -all 
likelihood  he  never  saw,  and  fires  It  at  tne 
American  congress  as  authentic  history. 
Marengo  was  fought  in  Juno.  1800,  Napoleon 
did  not  get  to  be  "Sire"  until  December, 
1804.  And  then  liow  delicious — that  blue- 
blooded  aristocrat.  Louis  Charles  Antolne 
Desalx  de  Voygoux  teaching  a  Paris  gamin 
how  to  beat  a  drum!  Nor  is  that  all,  nor 
the  worst  of  it — that  gamin  teaches  Napo- 
leon Bonaparte  the  art  of  war!  and  there 
Is  more  yet,  and  tha  worst  of  all — Mr.  Bryan 
would  have  that  gamin  give  Orover  Cleve- 
land  a  lesson  In  political  economy! 

Then  the  absurd  assumption  that  Grover 
Cleveland  was  retreating!  On  the  contrary 
he  was  advancing,  and  the  gold  standard  we 
have  today  the  Armerlcan  people  owe  to 
Grover  Cleveland  as  surely  as  the  negro  owes 
bis  emancipation   to  Abraham  Lincoln.

If  the  United  States,  whether  right  WT 
wrong,  should  be  attacked  by  a  foreign  power 
every  American  citizen,  native  or  naturalized, 
would  be  either  a  coward  or  a  traitor  who 
did  not  at  once  offer  his  life  and  his  property 
in  defense  of  his  country.  ' 

But  if  this  great  republic  in  times  of  pro- 
found peace,  intentionally  or  unintentionally, 
peipetrates  a  wrong  against  a  soveaelgn 
power,  great  or  small,  1  believe  that  it  would 
be  the  duty  of  every  American  citizen  to  <*o 
all  in  his  power  to  help  right  that  wrong 
with  the  same  patriotic  fervor  that  siiould 
move  him  in  the  defense  of  his  country. 

The  violent  se.oaration  of  Panama  from  Co- 
lombia in  1903,  made  possible  by  the  armofl 
Interference  of  the  United  States,  was  "syn- 
onymous with  imperialism"  and  per.sonal 
government.  It  was  not  only  false  and  fatal 
to  all  true  nstional  progress  and  opposed  to 
the  sentiment  that  pives  dignity  to  strug- 
gling states,  but  absolutely  hostile  to  the 
spirit  that  .siiould  bind  the  nations  of  the 
Western.  World  together. 

That  unfortunate  incident  has  created  • 
spirit  of  resentment  in  the  Latln-Ajnerlcan 
world,  and  so  Ions  as  that  bitterness  endures 
all  efforts  to  establisli  permanent  commercial 
relations  will  be,  in  a  large  measure,  thwart- 
ed, and  the  great  canal  will  "fall  in  one  of 
its  fundamental  purpose.^,"  whil^  the  spirit  of 
n  real  Pan-Americanism  which  w©  are  now 
trying  to  arouse  will,  In  the  natural  order  of 
things,  carry  a  blond-red  scar. 

It  ha.s  been  a  mystery  to  n>e  that  Our  peo- 
ple should  have  b*^en  so  deeply  moved  by  the 
violation  of  the  Belgian  treaty  and  so  unanl. 
mous  In  their  condemnation  of  Germany's  act 
at  the  beginning  of  the  greatest  war  that  has 
ever  battered  human  justice  and  bruised  the 
human  race,  while  they  remained  unmoved 
and  voiceless  at  the  grim  tragedy  of  1903.  in 
which  the  Colombian  treaty  was  scrapped  in. 
times  of  profound  peace  by  our  own  govern- 
ment In  an  act  which  covered  a  friendly  re- 
public with  humiliation  and  financial  ruin, 
and  permanently  separated  her  from  the 
most  important  province  and  richest  asset 
she  posse.ssed.  If  a  reasonable  knowledge  of 
the  grave  wrong  that  was  done  to  Colombia 
had  obtained  among  our  people  at  that  time, 
a  righteous  indignation  would  have  been 
aroused  that  would  have  restored  Justice  by 
the  sheer  force  of  public  opinion.  But  an  all- 
powerful  administration  l)llnded  our  people 
by  showering  upon  Colombia,  whom  it  had 
.<.o  grievously  wronged,  an  avalanche  of  epi- 
thets, such  as  "blackmailers"  and  "bandits," 
thus  smothering  the  trutlt  and  stilling  the 
voice  of  American  justice. 

If  truth  crushed  to  earth  in  a  republic  of 
free  men  cannot  rise  again,  a  government  of 
the  people,  for  the  people  and  b.v  the  people 
can  never  find  a  permanent  foothold  on  the 
face  of  the  earth.  I  believe  the  hour  has  not 
yet  come — and  I  hope  It  may  never  come — 
when  truth  cannot  have  a  fair  hearing  in  the 
presence  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race.  I  have 
an  unchangeable  faith  In  the  justlea  and 
falrnes.s  of  the  American  people,  and  I  believe 
that  when  the  Colombian  treaty  which  em- 
bodies tiiuch  that  will  make  for  the  welfare 
and  honor  of  our  country,  has  been  under- 
stood by  the  entire  senate,  it  will  be  ratified 
in  its  original  form  by  that  august  body  and 
approved  by  the  American  people.  To  amend 
the  treaty  as  now  proposed  will  be  dLsas- 
trous  to  the  cause  of  justice  and  the  hope  of 
an  enduring  and  uplifting  Pan-Amerlcanlsm, 
leaving  the  only  real  injustice  we  have  ever 
perpetrated  against  the  Latln-Araerlcan  race 
as  a  festering  wound.  Should  Colombia  join, 
as  sugijested  by  the  senate  report,  in  a  mu- 
tual expression  of  regret  that  we  wronged, 
humiliated  and  despoiled  her,  it  will  stand 
conspicuous  and  alone  in  the  annals  of  na- 
tional self-abasement.

But  our  news- 
papers—the majority  of  them — have 
taken  up  otily  the  militaristic  side  of 
the  questiori— not  tnaiiy  of  them  have 
hltherco  tak»n  up  th-  cudgels  for  the 
pacifist,  or  the  one  who  is  not  an  ex- 
trdmLst  in  i  he  ».anip«ign  for  military 
preparation    for   wai-. 

There  are  a  few  things  this  Euro- 
pean conflic  oiisht  to  teach  us:  also 
a  few  fundimental  truths.  I-lrst.  it 
will  again  p  ove  to  th«  world  that  sol- 
diers, canno  IS  and  ships  do  not  make 
wars,  but  gi  eed,  seltlshness  and  above 
ail  the  Ign  jraiico  of  man,  that  set 
armlt^s  and  navU-s  to  do  their  dread- 
ful iH3k.  S- rand,  that  war  Is  brounht 
about,  or  d  ■clarerl,  hy  u  f**w  selfl.sh, 
arrogant  kings  or  rulers  at  the  sacri- 
fice of   the     cnorant    masses   of   people. 

"VVhon  Eu-op»'  shall  h?»ve  emerged 
from  h-^r  p^es'-nt  state  of  folly  an* 
Ignorance  t<  enligiitnient  of  mind  and 
conscience:  when  terms  of  peace  are 
made.  It  will  be  found  that  nothing 
hns  been  c»lned  by  her  terrific  strife, 
and  there  i.^  reason  to  believe  that  the 
statesmen  n  '  all  nations  in  their  inner 
councils    aditlf    as    much. 

It  inav  be  necessary  for  the  American 
nation  to  prepare  for  defense — not  war. 
However,  th  -re  Is  an  •^leiu'^nt  of  reason 
In  the  inqul  y  whether  we  are  prepar- 
ing for  war  or  defense,  and  the  an.swer 
must  be  cat  didly  that  we  do  not  and 
cannot  derti  Itely  know.  When  <'ier- 
many  increa^^d  her  military  estabii.^li- 
ment  Francs  tJreat  Britain  and  Russia 
did  likewise  When  Russia  began 
building  railroad.s  to  the  German  fron- 
tier, Oerniary  became  alarmed.  When 
Germany  b«»i;*n  building  a  navy,  Great 
Britain  b**ea  lie  alarm<*d.

Will    Be    Built    Next   Year 

at    East    Ninth 

Street. 


Construction  of  a  $40,000  concrete 
brldi^e  over  Chester  creek  during  1917 
was  assured  a  delegation  from  the 
Munger  Improvement  club  by  the  city 
comniissioners    yesterday    afternoon. 

The  promise  by  the  council  came 
after  short  talks  in  behalf  of  the  pro- 
posed bridge  at  Eighth  street  were 
made  by  Charles  S.  Mitchell,  BJ.  A. 
Schulie.  N.  J.  Miller  and  W.  W.  Fen- 
stermacher.  The  speakers  declared 
that  if  the  council  finds  its  finances 
too  low  to  warrant  the  construction  of 
a  bridge  next  year,  the  property  own- 
ers would  gladly  loan  the  money,  or 
even  make  a  donation  to  corer  part  of 
the  cost. 

As  a  result  of  this  offer.  It  was  ten- 
tatively  agreed    that   a     part     of     the 

bridge  cost  would  be  paid  out  of  the 
general  fund  and  the  remainder  as- 
sessed against  the  property  benefited, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  proposed 
charter  amendment,  which  will  permit 
the  spreading  of  assessments  for  ar- 
terial highways. 

Will  Conaeet  Wtth  Roads. 

As  this  bridge  will  connect  with  the 
lop.ds  running  out  of  the  city.  It  is  the 
belle/  of  the  council  that  the  amend- 
ment, which  will  b*  submitted  to  the 
voters  next  May,  could  be  Invoked  In 
paying  for  part  of  the  Improvement. 
Should  the  amendment  fall  to  carry  or 
the  plan  be  turned  down  by  the  own- 
ers, then  part  of  the  coat  will  be  raisid 
bv  public  subscription.  It  was  unde- 
cided what  the  proportions  of  this 
division  should  be,  although  a  60  per 
cent   basis   was   suggested. 

City  commissioners  are  agreed  that 
the  construction  of  a  bridge  will  help 
In  opening  the  hillside  territory  east 
of  Chester  park,  providing  a  street  car 
extension  is  bviilt  across  the  bridge  to 
connect  with   tne  Woodland  car  line. 

Plans  for  the  bridge   have  been   pre- 

Fared  at  the  expense  of  the  Munger 
mprotTement  club  and  submitted  to 
the  city  commissioners.  They  oall  fpr 
an  artistic  concrete  structure,  260  feet 
long  and  tblrty-slx  feet  wide,  bui*t  on 
a  2  per  cent  grade  along  Eighth  street.

SHOE  PRICES  DUE 
FOR  MORE  ADVANCE 

Conditions  Depend  on  the 

Length   of   War   and 

Leather  Demand. 

That  the  public  will  be  compelled 
to  pay  muoh  higher  prices  for  foot- 
wear Is  conceded  by  dealers  and  manu- 
facturers. The  extent  to  which  shoe 
figures  may  ultimately  be  marked  up 
cannot  ba  foretold  at  present.  It  all 
depends  upon  how  long  the  war  drags 
on  and  upon  the  course  of  the  mar- 
kets In  leather  and  other  materials  en- 
tering into   the   manufacture  of   shoes. 

"It  has  largely  become  a  question  of 
ability  to  obtain  materials  rather  than 
prices,"  said  F.  E.  Church,  manager 
of  the  Northern  Shoe  company,  today. 
"Fancy  kids  that  were  formerly  Im- 
ported from  Russia  have  become  al- 
most 1^  unknown  quantity.  Nothing 
Is  being  brought  from  that  country  at 
pal  now.  Even  before  the  war  be- 
gan tnore  was  a  scarcity  of  hides  for 
the  maiiufacture  of  ordinary  commer- 
cial leathers  for  the  reason  that  con- 
sumption exceeded  the  available  eup- 
pllea  and  that  feature  has  since  been 
accentuated  by  war  conditions.  In  the 
course  of  a  recent  visit  to  the  East  I 
found  shoe  manufacturers  to  be  entire-

Well  Known  Author,  Born  in 

America,  Became  British 

Subject. 

London.  Feb.  29._Henry  Jame».  the 
novelist,  died  at  his  Chelsea  r.-.-iden.  e, 
21  Carlisle  square,  last  evening.  H-? 
had  been  111  for  several  months.  The 
chronic  affliction  from  which  he  suf- 
fered had  been  complicated  by  two 
strokes  of  apoplex.v. 

Henry  James  was  born  an  American, 
but  died  a  British  subject.  In  July. 
1915  he  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  to 
the  crown,  explaining  that  ho  had  lived 
and  worked  In  England  for  forty  years 
and  had  developed  such  an  attachment 
for  th'>  country  and  sympathy  with  Its 
people  that  he  desired  to  throw  his 
moral  weight  and  personal  allegiance

Charge   Is   Made  Against 

Petroleum  Pipe  Lines  By 

Trade  Commission. 

Washington,  Feb.  29. — A  charge  that 
petroleum  pipe  line  companies  of  the 
mid-continent  flold^  through  high  tar- 
iffs and  unreasonable  shipping  require- 
ments, have  excluded  independent  ship- 
pers from  their  lines  Is  made  by  the 
Federal  Trade  commission  In  its  re- 
port to  the  senate  on  a  special  inves-tl- 
gatton  of  the  business. 

If  the  five  systems  that  control  the 
mid-continent  "pipe  llne.s  charged  their 
own  reflnerleg  for  carrying  oil  at  the 
rate  they  offer  to  carry  it  for  the  In- 
dependents,'the  report  d«clares,  their 
annual  net  earnings  should  show  a  41.6 
per  cent  profit  on  their  pipe  line  In- 
vestments. Aarit  Is,  they  are  declared 
to  larn   more  than   19  per  cent. 

The  Investigation  was  ordered  by  the 
last  congress,  which  later  directed  an 
Interstate  commerce  commission  in- 
quiry. To  avoi<l  duplication  the  trade 
commission  confined  its  work  to  the 
mid-continent  field,  while  the  com- 
merce commission  turned  its  attention 
to   systems   operating   in    the   East. 

The  commission  summarizes  its  lina- 
Inss  in  this  language: 

"The  dominant  position  of  the  mid- 
contltient  field  makes  the  facts  devel- 
oped in  this  report  of  vital  Importance 
to   the  entire  country.  m„^~ 

"The  fixed  Investment  in  pipe  lines 
is  extensive  and  corresponds  closely 
with  the  actual  cost  of  such  property.

The  ordinances  have  been  strenuous- 
ly opposed  by  negro  organixations  and 
by  many  white  friends  of  the  race  as 
tending  to  crowd  the  negroes  into  lim- 
ited sections  of  the  city.  The  ordi- 
nances have  been  supported  by  many 
whites,  who  argue  that  the  property 
values  of  small  home  owners  are  Im- 
periled by  the  possibility  that  negroaa 
may    move    next   door   to    whites. 


St.  Louis  Voting  on  Meas- 
ures to  Restrict  Res- 
idence Sections. 

St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Feb.  29.— Voters  of  St. 
Louis  are  deciding  at  a  referendum 
election  today  whether  two  measures, 
designed  to  restrict  the  negro  popula- 
tion to  certain  parts  of  the  c^ty.  shall 
become    ordinances. 

Two  bills,  both  submitted  by  peti- 
tion under  the  Initiative  clause  of  the 
citv  charter,  are  being  voted  on.  one 
provides  that  negroes  Shall  not  move 
into  blocks  occupied  wholly  by  vvhite 
persons,  or  that  white  Persons  sha'l 
not  move  Into  blocks  occupied  wholly 
by  negroes. 

The  other  proposed  ordinance  pro- 
vides that  negroes  shall  not  mi)ve  into 
blocks  In  which  75  per  cent  of  the 
houses  are  occupied  by  whites,  or  that 
white  persons  shall  not  move  into 
blocks  in  which  75  per  cent  of  the 
houses  are   occupied  by   negroes. 

If  both  ordinances  are  adopted,  the 
second,  beln^*  the  more  stringent  of 
the   two,    would   be   effective.  . 

Neither  ordinance  puts  any  restric- 
tion on  the  ownership  of  property,  but 
restricts  solely  the  use  of  property  for 
residence  purposes.  Negroes  who  are 
emploved  In  houses  or  apartments  oc- 
cupied by  white  persons  are  unaffected 
by  the  ordinances.

Better   International   Outlook  Causes 
Advance  in  Wheat  Prices. 

Chicago.  Feb.  29. — Assertions  that 
the  new  Oerman  note  opened  a  way  to  I 
avert  a  break  with  the  United  States, 
helped  today  to  rally  the  price  of 
wheat.  The  market,  however,  continued;

New  York,  Feb.  29. — To  the  more 
moderate  view  adopted  by  Germany  in 
connection  with  her  submarine  policy 
was  attributed  the  pronounced  im- 
provement shown  at  the  opening  of 
today's  trading.

Anglo-French  bonds,  one  of  yester- 
day's disturbing  features,  also  hard- 
ened. 

With  the  progress  of  today's  session 
of  the  stock  market  there  seemed  to 
be  a  disposition  to  take  a  more  favor- 
able view  of  the  international  situa- 
tion, aside  from  its  military  aspect. 
Gains  in  substantial  stock  were  ex- 
tended and  some  specialties  added  to 
early  advances.  The  buying  seemed  to 
run  its  course  before  the  end  of  the 
first  hour,  after  which  there  was  a 
general  shading  of  prices.  Activity 
in  Pacific  Mail  and  other  steamship 
issues  was  an  outstanding  feature  with 
Reading  issues,  which  continued  to 
dominate  the   rails.  Bonds   were  steady. 

Shares  comprising  the  munitions 
group  were  offered  with  some  freedom 
during  the  midseason,  receding  mate- 
rially from  forenoon  prices.  The  sell- 
ing was  concurrent  with  reports  of  the 
sinking   of  a  French    transport. 

Specialties  developed  increased  weak- 
ness in  the  final  hour,  depressing  the 
entire  list.     The  closing  was  heavy.

Chisholm.  Minn.,  Feb.  29. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Vinco  Arko,  age  33.  an 
employe  of  the  Oliver  Iron  Mining  cona- 
pany   at    the    Glen    mine,   was    instantly 

killed   by   an   explosion    of   dynamite  at 
8:20  this  morning.     Arko  and  his  part- 
ner, had  started  work  in  contact  45  on 
the    112-foot    level    of    the    mine    at    8 
o'clock.      Arko    left    the    place    without 
Isaying  anything   to   his   partner,   and  a 
few   minutes   afterwards   a    terrific   ex- 
! plosion  blew  out  the  lamps  In  the  con- 
When    the    partner,    Joe    Gruen,    ob- 
tained a  light  and  w^ent  down  the  drift 
to    investigate    he    found    Arko's    body 
disemboweled,   lying  in   the  drift. 

No  powder  marks  showed  on  the 
face,  hands,  or  neck  of  the  dead  man 
and  several  miners  adv.ince  the  theory 
that  it  was  a  case  of  suicide  as  there 
was  no  need  of  using  powder  at  that 
time  of  the  morning. 

The  deceased  had  been  a  resident  of 
this  village  for  the  past  fourteen  years 
and  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  two 
brothers.
